The first calls for having stored 
away somewhere in the car a stack of 
old newspapers. 
V\ hen the car gets 
stuck and the wheels refuse to take 
hold, feed in some of the old papers

Usually only a few will have to be 
worked in before the wheels will be­ 
gin to grip and the car start forward. 
This method of handling a difficult 
situation is so simple and so uniformly 
successful, that every motorist should 
know of it and carry a pile of old 
I newspapers, unless he

I with some other apparatus for such a 
, contingency.

Here is the other method suggested 
by the United States Tire Company: 
Put the car in low, and if you cannot 
feed the gas with your foot evenly, so 
that the wheels will revolve slowly, 
put your em ergency brake on. Do not 
put it on so that the wheels will not 
revolve at all, 
but tightly enough to 
keep them from revolving 
rapidly. 
With the wheels turning slowing, the 
maximum pull is delivered to them bv 
having the car in low gear, and so 
long as they turn slowly they can get 
the benefit of the tremedous power.

Plant Food and its Function*. 


All foods raquired by man, animals 
and plants comes from but one source, 
and that is the soil. 
There is a close relation existing be­ 
tween those, 
as all require food for 
their existence and development. 
These products c o st under different 
forms and conditions. 
The study of 
this question is of itself very instruc­ 
tive and entertaining. 
If allowed to study the question 
from our standpoint, plant life would 
seem to be the basis of development 
and growth of the human race and of 


animal life. 
The first conditions of animal Hie 
are nutritious matters 
as well as 
oxygen which must be introduced into 


the system .

Taking plants to be the basis of 
food, we mid that plants procure their 
food from different sources, the air, 
the soil and the water.

fore are the three principle elements 
nature has provided from which plant 
food is derived. 
Plant food in the soil exists as a

Nature has thus provided for all 
creative life a marvelous form 
of 
existence. 
Plant life to our deduc­ 
tions being the basis of our existence. 
we should strive to develope plants to 
the greatest perfection. 
To aid in the development of plants 
we grow (field crops). 
We should find 
it to our advantage to help nature in 
the development of plant life. 
This can be done by improved cul­ 
tural methods and the application of 
manures. 
Animal manures contain the essence 
of plant food, nitrogen, phosphate ami 
potassium. 
The original plant food coming from 
the soil having passed into the plant, 
is used by the animal for its substance, 
and the residue or excreta is again re­ 
turned to the soil. 
This process provides for soil fertil­ 
ity but when the manures are wasted 
then soil sterility follows. 
This relation of plant food to the 
growth and development of the hight r 
and lower stages of life can be studied 
with interest by the farmer. 
There is another point th at must bt 
considered to aid the development of 
plants 
£0 that they may 
assimilate 
their food to advantage, and that it 
t ie keeping of the soil in a proper 
rttate of cultivation, to aumil air and 
w ater which are needed br the plant 
to assist in the assimilation of food. 
Cultivation is the economy of force. 
Science teaches the simplest means 
of obtaining the greatest effect with 
the smallest expenditure of 
flower.
